ORGANIZED EVANGELISM 


Organization of the Church Is 
Essential to Evangelization of 
the World. Pioneer Evange- 
lism and Mobilization of 
Local Talent Rec- 


e ommended. 
The Lord Jesus Christ gave com- 


mission to the apostles and other of 
His disciples to preach the gospel to 
every creature. They did their part 
and passed on to their just reward. 
The responsibility of the commission 
now falls upon those who are willing 
and unafraid to declare the whole 
counsel. For this high caljing the 
Church of God qualifies, and in the 
past forty years has had great success 
in accomplishing the task. 


The success of the Church of God 
has been due to the consecration and 
determination of its ministry and good 
Bible government. 

ORGANIZATION 


The Bible teaches organization. 
When Israel left Egypt they went out 
harnessed up. Their work that proved 
a success was always carried out in 
good governmental style. When Christ 
was on earth He practiced organiza- 
tion in His work. He chose twelve men 
who He called apostles. He selected 
other seventy men for a particular 
ministry. He sent these men out in 
good orderly style, two and two. They 
seem to have all returned at about the 
same time. 

The Church of God has its general 
organization, its general officials that 
supervise the work in a general way. 
Then we have our state organizations, 
which conform to and work in har- 
mony with the general Church organi- 
zation and rules. Then it comes down 
to the districts, then to the local 
churches, and within the local 
churches you have government and 
rules for your Sunday School, Y. P. E., 
L. W. W. B., and your local church of- 
ficers. 

From the local church auxiliaries to 
the state board, the Council of Twelve, 
the Bishops’ Council, and the Execu- 
tive Board (consisting of General 
Overseer and six Assistants) all co- 
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operate and function in harmony with 
the rules and regulations handed 
down by the General Assembly. The 
General Assembly, however, does not 
propose to tell every department of 
the Church just how to do everything. 
Christ did not give every detail. He 
told His disciples to go into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every 
creature, but He did not tell them how 
to get there. It was left to the people 
who were to do the job to decide the 
details of the task. 

The Church of God in any state is 
not an independent body separate 
from the general Church. Neither does 
it have a right to make laws, or pro- 
mulgate doctrines or function in any 
way that would be contrary to the es- 
tablished government handed down 
by the General Assembly. 

At one time, less than a generation 
ago, the Church of God was not orga- 
nized by states and districts, but was 
composed of a few small local 
churches with a handful of members 
in western North Carolina, East 
Tennessee and north Georgia, but as 
the Lord blessed and men and wom- 
en, with limited means and education 
in religious work, went forth under the 
leadership of the Holy Ghost, the work 
spread into other states, and as the 
work grew it became necessary to have 
sectional overseers to direct the work. 

The first state overseers were ap- 
pointed at the sixth General Assembly. 
After the office had been created the 
next step was to designate his duties, 
and one of the main outstanding du- 
ties designated by this sixth General 
Assembly was to “CONDUCT OR OR- 
DER A GENERAL EVANGELISTIC 
CAMPAIGN OVER HIS STATE DUR- 
ING THE YEAR.” 

Since the creation of the office of 
state overseer, the growth of the work 
has brought on many duties and re- 
sponsibilities, but with all of our new 
discoveries and better methods of 
carrying on our work, it should all 
center around SOUL-SAVING. 

All our organization, government, 
and manpower should be converted 
into a mighty, rushing, nation-wide 
evangelistic campaign, with every in- 
dividual member contributing to its 


success. I would, therefore, recommend 
an organized evangelistic campaign 
throughout the nation, under two 
headings: 1. Pioneer Evangelism and 
2. Mobilization of Local Talent. 
PIONEER EVANGELISM 

A pioneer is one who goes before to 
prepare the way for another, as a set- 
tler in a frontier country, or as a sol- 
dier in an engineer corps whose 
special work is road building. Evan- 
gelism is an earnest effort to spread 
the gospel of Jesus Christ. PIONEER 
EVANGELISM in terms that we would 
want to use in connection with our 
work in the states, would mean the 
launching of evangelistic campaigns 
throughout the states in places where 
we have not yet preached the full gos- 
pel. No state is by any means fully 
evangelized. There are towns after 
towns, and even fine cities in the 
states where the Church of God is not 
established. “Go into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature” 
takes in every county, town, and city 
in the United States. 

Pioneer evangelism is hard and has 
many discouraging features. The evan- 
gelist is not often met with welcome. 
The early gospel pioneers of whom the 
Apostle Paul would be the chief ex- 
ample, were often ordered out of town, 
put in jail, beaten with many stripes, 
stoned, talked about, and sometimes 
killed. But Paul declared, “None of 
these things move me.” He pressed the 
battle against the enemy until the 
victory was won. 

To accomplish our task of evange- 
lizing the states is nothing to be com- 
pared with the rough road that 
others have traveled. Many of them 
gave their life’s blood rather than lose 
their souls for failing to carry out the 
commission of the Lord Jesus to 
preach the gospel to every creature. 
MOBILIZATION OF LOCAL TALENT 

Mobilization is the act of making 
ready to move, or the calling of troops 
into active service. Mobilization of 
local church talent would mean a call 
to service in the army of Christian 
soldiers to evangelize the surroundings 
of the local church. 

A local church should not have to be

Discrimination Against Protestant 
Chaplains 


(The following letter of resignation 
submitted by Chaplain H. W. Van De- 
linder, Lieutenant, Chaplain Corps, 
U. S. Maritime Service, is self explana- 
tory.) 

1. This officer hereby submits the 
resignation of his commission as a 
Chaplain in the United States Mari- 
time Service. 

2. This resignation is in protest of 
the religious discrimination against 
Protestants made more and more evi- 
dent in the Chaplain Corps of the 
Merchant Marine. Evidence of this 
discrimination is made clear by: 

a. The appointment of a dispro- 
portionately large number of Roman 
Catholic Chaplains, (more than fifty 
percent in a corps comprised of only 
approximately twenty-five percent 
Roman Catholic). 

b. By the appointment of Roman 
Catholic Chaplains to key positions at 
the major Merchant Marine Bases. 

c. By the demand that the ter- 
minology of the Roman Catholic 





Church take precedence over the 
terminology of the Service, to be i 
specific, that Protestants call Roman 
Catholic Chaplains “Father.” / 

d. By demanding rights for Rom 
Catholic Chaplains which are ri 
granted to Protestant Chaplains, 
such as requiring Protestant Cadet- 
Midshipmen to visit Roman Catholic 
Chaplains when no Protestant Chap- 
lain is available, but protesting if 
Roman Catholic Cadet-Midshipmen 
visit a Protestant Chaplain when no 
Roman Catholic Chaplain is avail- 
able. 

e. By demanding the right 
Catholic Chaplains to be Chaplains: ‘ 
all, but protesting the same right i 
Protestant Chaplains. 

f. By attacking diligent work done 
by Protestant Chaplains and trying 
to interfere with it. 

g. By protesting against daily re- 
ligious services for Protestants when 
Mass is held daily for Roman Catho- 
lics. 

h. By continuing to hold:in office 
a Senior Chaplain for the Corps who 
has consistently attacked and inter- 
fered with the Protestant work, and 
consistently insisted that fifty percent 
of the Merchant Marine is Roman 
Catholic when it is only approximately 
twenty-five percent. And who has con- 
sistently belittled and denounced the 
Protestant Clergy and Chaplains as 
illiterate, this in spite of the fact all 
Chaplains are required to have a col- 
lege degree and Seminary training.—

Radio Sermon Over WSGN, Birmingham, Alabama, March 12, 1944, by 
REV. THEA JONES 


I shall endeavor to prove that the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost is sub- 
sequent to conversion and that the 
evidence of this wonderful baptism is 
speaking with other tongues. We have 
scripture substantiation that the dis- 
ciples of the Lord Jesus Christ, who 
received this great gift, were already 


on St. Luke 10:19, 20, “Behold, 


give unto you power to tread on ser- 
pents and scorpions, and over all the 
power of the enemy: and nothing 
shall by any means hurt you. Not- 
withstanding in this rejoice not, that 
the spirits are subject unto you; but 
rather rejoice, because your names 
are written in heaven.” 

I think any one would have to admit 
that these verses emphatically prove 
they were saved. Think of power to 
tread on serpents and scorpions, hav- 
ing all power over the enemy, then 
having the promise of nothing hurting 
us, and the blessed Son of God telling 
us to rejoice because our names are 
written in heaven. This is undeniable 
proof that they were saved. Then Je- 
sus told them in St. Luke 24:49, 
“And, behold, I send the promise of 
my Father upon you: but tarry ye in 
the city of Jerusalem until ye be en- 
dued with power from on high.” So 
Christ told the disciples to tarry. 

Someone might say, “Brother Jones, 
I’ve been seeking the baptism for 
numbers of years, how much longer 
should I tarry?” Jesus said tarry un- 
til. And they did tarry until on the 
day of Pentecost. Acts 1:14, 15, “These 
all continued with one accord in 
prayer and supplication, with the 
women, and Mary the mother of Je- 
us, and with his brethren. And in 
hose days Peter stood up in the midst 
of the disciples, and said, (the num- 
ber of names together were about an 
hundred and twenty).” 

In this scripture we find that Mary, 
the mother of Jesus, the Savior of the 
world, was seeking the enduement of 
power. Verse 15 absolutely does away 
with the idea that only the twelve 
apostles received the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost on the day of Pentecost. 

What is the evidence of this bap- 
tism? It is recorded in the text, “And 
hey were all filled with the Holy 

host, and began to speak with other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave them ut- 
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terance.” My profound conviction is 
that men receive the baptism today 
with the same evidence as on the day 
of Pentecost. If the law of God has 
been changed, surely we would find 
an amendment to the original law. 
When the law of the United States is 
changed there is an amendment to 
the law that has already been made. 
So if there is no amendment men and 
women receive it today according to 
the original pattern. To denounce the 
theory that it is just fora _ selected 
few, (Acts 2:39, “For the promise is 
unto you, and to your children, and 
to all that are afar off, even as many 
as the Lord our God shall call”) is 
denying the scripture. God certainly 
does not have respect of persons. Acts 
10:34; 1 Peter 1:17. Those who meet 
His terms can receive this blessed 
promise. 

Daniel Boone came down through 
the mountains of Kentucky and broke 
twigs off the trees and made marks 
along the path so if another white 
man came that way he would know 
he had passed that way before. You 
remember when Joshua crossed the 
river of Jordan he put twelve stones 
in the river that their children might 
know they had passed that way. These 
one hundred and twenty on the day 
of Pentecost went this way before us, 
and, praise God, the Holy Ghost is just 
as real to the man that receives Him 
today as He was to them! 


The Holy Ghost has always worked 
through human instrumentality, but 
the minister and the laity today are 
failing to yield their bodies to this 
wonderful power. Think of it, friend! 
James was killed with a sword, Steph- 
en was stoned to death, Paul had 
his head chopped off, Thomas was 
skinned alive, Peter was crucified with 
his head down: this was for Holy 
Ghost religion. It seems that all de- 
nominations in their youth have more 
zeal and a greater vision for lost souls 
and are actually more emotional. 
Then there comes the time of cooling 
off, the fire of evangelism dies down, 
and the world offers the church an 
appeasement. The church accepts the 
offer and compromises with sin. 
Brother, let’s stay off the devil’s cool- 
ing board and catch on fire and burn 
up for God. 

I remember reading from the Ency- 
clopedia Brittanica, Volume 19, page 
241, “The revival movement was great- 
ly strengthened by the evangelistic 
tour in America of George Whitefield. 
Seven times Whitefield visited Ameri- 
ca, between 1739 and 1770, making 
preaching tours from New England to 
Georgia. The last phase of the Ameri- 
can revival was the Virginia awaken- 
ing; first among the Presbyterians, 
then among the Baptists, and finally 
among the Methodists, and continuing 
from about 1760 to 1790. One of the 
most remarkable revivals of modern 
times was that which swept over the 
western part of the United States, 
during the years 1797-1805, and was 
called the Great Revival of the West, 
or the Kentucky Revival. It had its 
beginning among the Presbyterians, 
but soon spread to the Baptists and 
the Methodists, and eventually affect- 
ed all churches. Meetings were held 
in the woods and were attended by 
great emotional excitement, people 
often falling unconscious, or being 
taken with such strange exercises as 
the ‘shake’ or the ‘jerks’ or the ‘laugh- 
ing’ exercises, or the ‘barking’ exer- 
cises.” These people of the various de- 
nominations received the same ex- 
periences that they did on the day 
of Pentecost. 

Dr. Torrey says, “It is as clear as 
language can possibly make it, that it

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cAnnual Observance of Men and “Mission 
Sunday

The Laymen’s Missionary Movement 
of 19 South LaSalle Street, Chicago 3, 
Ill., will be observing Sunday, Novem- 
ber 12, as its Fourteenth Anniversary 
of the founding of missionary en- 
deavor. The purpose of its origin was 
to interest men in Christian missions. 
It is the opinion of the Laymen’s Mis- 
sionary Movement that the best way 
to accomplish this task is to promote 
world-wide Christian fellowship, in- 
tent upon inspiring men everywhere 
through such an effort to support 
missions both at home and abroad. 
Therefore, they call upon ministers 
and chaplains, irrespective of denom- 
inations, on this twelfth day of No- 
vember, being the second Sunday of 
the month to keep the day with spe- 
cial effort to interest men in 
world-wide enlistment of the mission 
cause. 

Men and Missions Sunday was first 
observed Sunday, November 15, 1931. 
In the year of 1932, 640 cities held 
fellowship meeting in interest of 
missions. This number has increased 
by 1943 to the very pleasing total of 
2,928 cities which celebrated this spe- 
cial feature of missionary enterprise. 


THE REASONABLENESS 


The sole reason for such a call and 
observance of such a day is to carry 
out the program of Christ in reach- 
ing a lost world. This responsibility 
has been delegated unto the ministers 
of Christ, who stand up in His name 
and in His stead; therefore, men 
everywhere should accept the chal- 
lenge of this great and important 
task and enlist men and money for 
missions on a scale of enlarged pro- 
portions. Today the whole manpower 
of our nation and other nations 
throughout the whole world is mobi- 
lized incident to the discharge of war, 
lest those so engaged suffer defeat. As 
our great allies have and are standing 
together in carrying out the discharge 
of war, it is not a thing incredible or 
unreasonable that we as Christians 
stand together in an extraordinary 
manner to exert our total strength for 
Christ. 


WHAT ARE WE TO DO? 


The question naturally arises, What 
are we to do? How can we assist in the 
task of world-wide enlistment of 
Christian men, for Christ and -mis- 
sions? 1. Preach world-wide missions. 
2. Call for volunteers for Christ for 
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the mission fields. See if God has 
spoken to anyone about the missions 
fields. 3. Emphasize the needs of the 
gospel of peace, after a political peace 
has been made throughout the warring 
nations of the world. 4. Enlist the lay- 
men of your church to take an active 
part in the mission effort. 5. Call for 
new and greater sacrifices for Christ 
and missions. 6. Make your church to 
see that it has the mission of life to 
offer to a dying world; further, the 
church must be made to realize that 
it is the great rock of consolation in a 
weary, war-torn world. The Church is 
indebted to Christ to make all men see 
what is the fellowship of the mystery 
of Christ. Dr. Frank Herron Smith, 
home missionary of the Methodist 
Church, said, “When our Master said, 
‘Love your neighbor as yourself,’ He 
gave us the charter and authority for 
all missionary and evangelistic en- 
deavor everywhere. Who is my neigh- 
bor? ‘He that hath need of thee!’” 

America cannot endure half Chris- 
tian and half pagan. Statistically, we 
are just that. The Federal Council 
yearbook for 1943 reports 67,327,719 
members of religious bodies. One-half 
of our fellow citizens, our near neigh- 
bors, leave no visible faith whatever, 
needing our Christ. 


Of our youth 25,000,000 are in publi 
schools and only 8,000,000 in Sunday 
Schools. 

From the beginning God’s unit was 
the world and it must be ours. Today 
our soldiers are in thirty-five different 
countries. Forty-three years ago I 
heard John R. Mott say, “If in the 
next few years we can send 10,000 
missionaries to Japan we may well win 
that land for Jesus Christ, but if not, 


forty years from now we shall have |] 


send 100,000 bayonets.” We neve 
reached a force of 2,000 missionaries. 

In the light of the foregoing, we 
cannot afford to let the day pass with- 
out doing something to reach the un- 
saved both at home and abroad. The 
world is in a pitiful plight. Dr. E. 
Stanley Jones said, “The familiar 
picture of Hope seated on a sphere, 
blindfolded, playing on a harp with all 
the strings broken but one, and yet 
playing on that one string, is a pic- 
ture of the world today.

When some one remarked to Edison 
that all his thousand experiments had 
failed, he replied: “Oh no, I’ve merely 
found out a thousand ways how not 
to do things.” That was gain! We are 
finding out a thousand ways how life 
will not work. Hate won’t work. Force 
won’t work. Selfishness won’t work. 
Out of sheer disillusionment we’re be- 
ing compelled to try God’s way: 
Christ. If intelligent choice won’t lead 
us to Him, then “sorrow may yet toss 
us to His breast.”

Zion, and trust in the mountain of 
Samaria,’ Amos 6:1. 


In these days of apostasy, lethargy, 
and deceitfulness, we must put our 
trust or confidence in a power that 
is greater than any known physical 
power or strength of this world. 


I was very much impressed by the 
leer “We are too willing to take 
ictory for granted, because we are 
Americans. Within ten minutes after 
we’ read of a minor victory by our 
Army, we are at ease and are expect- 
ing ultimate victory within a week.” 
It is either human nature or one of 
the greatest weapons in Satan’s pos- 
session, to get us into a deceitful state 
of ease. If he can stun our minds, 
drowse our thinking faculties, quench 
our zeal to do something for God, and 
get us to become at ease, he has us 
practically burning in hell. 


But the text says, “Woe to them 
that are at ease in Zion.”

Excerpts of a sermon preached during a revival at the Church of God in Cantwell, Mo., Sept. 12, by C. E. French 


Text: St. John 1:42, “And he brought 
him to Jesus.” 


If the church were doing her evan- 
gelistic duty; if her members were 
bringing SINNERS to Christ, explain- 
ing the doctrine to them, praying 
them through to the blessings, and 
exemplifying Christ’s LOVE to them, 
we could evangelize the Western Hem- 
isphere in six months. 


There is no position, no place for 
membership in the Church of God for 
a man or woman unless he or she is 
imbued with the SPIRIT and power 
of EVANGELISM. We need an official 
corps, we need our Bible schools and 
colleges, we need the educators to 
teach the uneducated, we need every 
modern means to facilitate our tasks; 
but the most needed thing is a con- 
Sciousness of our responsibility, and 
an enduement of power by the Holy 
Ghost, backed up by a life of con- 
stant prayer and obedience to the will 
of God. 

There is but one kind of evangelism, 
THE SAINT TO THE SINNER. To 
rely only on the idea of periodical 
evangelism, protracted meetings, and 
conferences, is absurd, for God never 
intended that evangelism (SOUL- 
SAVING) should cease for a moment. 


Let us begin our discussion with the 
16th chapter of St. John, and the 15th 
verse. THE CHRISTIAN RELIGION 
IS EVANGELISTIC, PROGRESSIVE 
AND WORLD-EMBRACING: BUT IT 
WILL ONLY BE EVANISHISM, when 
it ceases to be EVANGELISTIC, and 
disregards its Founder’s parting words, 
“Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature.” 


The first step requisite to successful 
evangelism is consecration, one eter- 
nal YES to the divine charge and 
calling of God; not as those thousands 
of ministers in Norfolk, Virginia, and 
other BIG PAY jobs that have for- 
gotten their consecration and turned 
to money and good times for the 
gratifications of the flesh. Souls are 
bound by the fetters of sin and those 
sins tighten their hold as we begin our 
efforts to save men. Satan has taken 
sides against Christ to the destruc- 
tion of human souls, and He will not 
relinquish his efforts until forced to 
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do so by order of heaven. Let us be 
just as persistent, just as determined 
to fight the life and death struggle. 
God grant unto us that Andrew’s 
ministry will be an incentive to bring 
our loved ones and neighbors to 
Christ. 


Jesus charged His disciples to go out 
and make other disciples. We must 
seek to win some. The Master of the 
house said, “Go!” Go where? “Out into 
the highways and hedges, and compel 
them to come in!” Why? “That sin- 
ners may be saved and that my house 
may be filled.” Luke 14:23. 

Brother, Sister, our true position, 
our. first business, our CHIEF CON- 
CERN should be the salvation of 
others. “Ye are the salt of the earth. 
Ye are the light of the world.” Ye are 
the shepherds seeking for the stray- 
ing and lost sheep. Matthew 5:13, 14. 
Indifferent and unconcerned preach- 
ers along this line have no right to 
their pulpits; churches with similar 
attitudes need no recognition nor a 
right to exist, for in trying to save 
themselves they are actually losing 
their own souls. Matthew 16:25. 


The fields are white unto harvest. 
It is your father or mother that needs 
God; maybe it is a brother or a sister, 
the dairyman or merchant, the porter 
or office boy, or whosoever he may be 
that is sinful and without Christ in 
your community, and that is your field 
of opportunity. 

There are many methods of saving 
the souls of men. Christ told His dis- 
ciples that He would make them to 
become fishers of men. Matthew 
4:19; Luke 5:10, 11. And He very skill- 
fully demonstrated the varied meth- 
ods of catching souls. Christ came 
SEEKING that which was lost, Luke 
19:10. He preached to great multitudes 
on the mountains, on the plains, and 
in the cities; but His greatest work 
was done by personal contact, “hand- 
picked souls,” as in the case of Mat- 
thew at the seat of custom, and Zac- 
cheaus in his own dining room; also 
Nicodemus, the great lawyer, who 
came alone to be taught by the great 
Teacher. 


The apostles used these same plans 
in their efforts to bring men to Christ. 


They used the single-hook method 
(personal contact) and the net (re- 
vivals and mass meetings). At one 
casting the Apostle Peter succeeded in 
bringing in three thousand souls, and 
on another occasion he brought five 
thousand at one draft. The Acts of the 
apostles clearly depicts their methods 
of soul-saving and sets forth a chal- 
lenge to those who testify of the 
Pentecostal blessing. They went every- 
where fishing (preaching the gospel) 
and catching men for Christ, one by 
one, man by man they brought souls 
into the kingdom of God. They not 
only went to the slums, but they 
preached the Word of God to the 
prominent and great men of their 
day; they went to the cities and 
homes of the idol worshipers and 
taught them the Word of God more 
perfectly. 

Spectacular, noisy, fussy, fanatical 
evangelism is not sufficient for the 
day. People have heard “glory hallelu- 
jah,” seen bench-walking and pole- 
climbing, heard the wild, enthusiastic 
whoops and yells of untrue professors 
until they are (so it seems) becoming 
discouraged with religion. And yet 
there are multiplied thousands who 
are hungry and thirsty for this old- 
time, Church of God religion that 
saves us through and through. 

Ministers of the gospel should stop 
their quibbling and settle down to an 
old-time message of the GOSPEL OF 
GOD, messages that teach LOVE and 
MERCY for the sinner, SANCTIFICA- 
TION for the believers, and the BAP- 
TISM OF THE HOLY GHOST for the 
earnest seekers. Preach.God’s require- 
ments to salvation and leave off petty 
ideas of doctrine and theory. We will 
build up a SPIRITUAL and HOLY 
GHOST CHURCH only as we get men 
through to God. It isn’t the great 
numbers that we gain for our mem- 
bership that counts, but it is those 
that we are able to indoctrinate and 
keep for the kingdom of Christ. St. 
John 15:16. 

I do not feel that the cause of fail- 
ure (if there be any) should be cast 
at the feet of the ministry solely and 
yet I think we all have that feeling 
that we could do more if we would 
draw a little nearer to God. If you will 
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study the proper definition of “evan- 
gelist” (soul-winner), you will find 
that it is a layman engaged in preach- 
ing or doing missionary work. Do you 
suppose we have shifted the responsi- 
bility to the shoulders of each other, 
the church upon the ministry and the 
ministry upon the church? I wonder 
if we haven’t missed God in many in- 
stances. We preachers look forward 
from Assembly to Assembly when we 
will be able to change and go to a new 
congregation, when maybe we haven’t 
done a thing for the church or com- 
munity. We seem to have taken for 
granted that God will let us off lightly 
and the judgment will be upon the 
other fellow; and laxity and indif- 
ference is the result of this supposi- 
tion. 


Maybe this is not the real fact of 
the matter, but I heard a general of- 
ficial say in a message, that “we turn 
out a number equal to our entire 
membership every four years.” In the 
face of these facts, I think that each 
Church of God member should ex- 
amine himself and see if he is yet in 
the faith, then adopt this motto, 
“EVERY SOUL WIN A SOUL.” If every 
minister and member of the Church of 
God would WIN ONE SOUL from now 
until 1950, we would have a total 
membership of more than 5,760,000. 
If after we had unified our aims, and 
accomplished this great feat, would 
we have anything whereof to boast? 
Luke 17:10 sets us forth as follows, 
“We are unprofitable servants: we 
have done that which was our duty to 
do.” 

When the world hears our boast 
of the presence of God in our lives, 
they hear our testimony of His great- 
ness (“greater is He that is in us than 
he that is in the world,” and so forth), 
they certainly have a right to ex- 
pect something of us. After all, what 
true Christian is there that could not 
win one soul to his Master and Lord? 
Such efforts and zeal would feed the 
Church and sustain her, the various 
departments would grow and grow 
AND GROW. 

In our state last year, one of our 
brethren chose this motto for his 
church, “Every soul win a soul,” and 
launched his campaign for the year. 
No one wanted the church he took be- 
cause it was a very small one with few 
members and scarcely any pay. But 
with only nineteen members and 
barely enough to meet expenses, they 
worked on. Before the district conven- 
tion, that great man of God had se- 
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cured fifty-seven EVANGEL SUB- 
SCRIPTIONS, brought the largest 
MISSION OFFERING to the conven- 
tion, and had his program over 100 
per cent. By the state convention, 
each SOUL HAD WON A _ SOUL, 
he brought more than a hundred 
dollars for the MISSIONS, a gratifying 
amount for the ORPHANAGE OFFER- 
ING, and a large number of LIGHTED 
PATHWAY SUBSCRIPTIONS. Futher- 
more, his church did a repair job of 
more than two hundred dollars and 
his tithes reached the high mark of 
more than a hundred dollars a month. 


My brother, when God’s Church en- 
gages in her first business, and makes 
all other things secondary and subor- 
dinate to that, she will rise and 
shine to bless this world as the dew of 
Hermon. Psa. 133:3. 


Evangelism doesn’t cease when the 
revival closes, for that church that has 
an evangelistic spirit surging through 
it will be able to have a revival much 
of the time, and will keep its fruits 
for Christ. 

Many preachers are EVANGELIS- 
TICALLY DEAD. (The old maxim, 
“Like father like son” is very fitting in 
this case too; for as the pastor, so is 
the church.) When we were ordained 
as bishops in the Church we gradu- 
ated to a higher plane and deeper 
messages. The simple message of 
Christ’s love, His shed blood, His sac- 
rifice for sinners, and so forth, have 
been replaced with prophecy or the 
antichrist theory, or some other hob- 
by that has starved the people’s souls 
and lost that SOUL-SAVING appeal 
to the sinner. 


When the Church officials and mem- 
bers’ organize themselves into a unit 
of evangelists, there will be souls born 
again. Not until the Church travails 
will there be strength to bring forth, 
Isa. 37:3. 

The pastor, the deacon, the Y. P. E. 
and Sunday School teachers (for sure- 
ly the youth is the greatest field of 
evangelism that the Church has), and 
the Willing Workers’ Bands are all or- 
dained soul-winners in the Church. 
Cooperation and a passion for souls 
among these groups will set the 
churches on fire everywhere. Goodwill 
committees, reception committees, 
committees to visit the sick with a bas- 
ket of flowers or a basket of groceries, 
get-acquainted committees to visit 
every new family that comes to town, 
and tract distributors should be in- 
augurated in every church. The form- 
ation of these auxiliaries, spurred on 
by prayers and fastings, will bring the 
Church to her place she occupied in 
the first century, and new-born souls 
will be the inevitable result. 


Call the church to prayer, introduce 
cottage prayer meetings, suggest the 
family altar for every home, teach the 
folks to remember God’s benefits and 
give them a chance to testify to the 
blessings of God. Preach faith and 
VICTORY, sing VICTORY, talk VIC- 
TORY, and LIVE VICTORY; for what 
you pray, sing, shout and talk will 
surely come to pass in spite of devils 
and demons. 

Don’t try to inject too much ma- 
chinery into revivals, for souls are 
not manufactured. New-born souls 
undergo a transformation and fash- 
ioning after the image of Him who 
created them. That - minister is 
marked with folly who thinks that 
his scholastic efforts will bring results 
without the power and presence of 
the Holy Ghost. The apostles did not 
fish with enticing words of human 
wisdom, but with the demonstrations 
and power of the Holy Ghost. A revi- 
val is not a miracle, nor is it prayed 
down without the enthusiastic work 
of the evangelist, pastor, and mem- 
bers. Please do not misconstrue this 
statement, but let me assure you that 
when you preachers’ and members’ 
prayers begin to grow legs and show 
their FAITH BY THEIR WORKS, to 
show that they are doers of the Word 
and not hearers only, a revival will 
begin. Prayer is indispensable and 
faith is our greatest weapon against 
the devil, but neither of these will

If you will read the following ex- 
cerpt from a letter from Brother Hog- 
gatt in Guatemala, I am sure you will 
realize there are some people lost in 
the jungles nearer to us than India 
or Africa. Surely it takes a man of 
courage and with a zeal to reach the 
lost with the gospel of the Son of God 
to go into this kind of place to hunt 
for the people who are lost. I am sure 
Brother Hoggatt will need your 
prayers when he goes on this adven- 
turesome trip again. Thank God, we 
still have men and women with the 
missionary spirit, who are willing to 
risk their lives to help someone find 
the Savior who left His home in Glory; 
came to this world, and bled and died 
that “whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life.” Men from these wild tribes 
will enjoy heaven, and, no _ doubt, 
when the Son of God looks on them 
enjoying the bliss and glory of that 
eternal world, He will be all the hap- 
pier for the sacrifice He made, and I 
am sure it will make heaven a little 
brighter for all those who have had 
a part in reaching them with the gos- 
pel light. 


“T made an unusual trip this month. 
I started out to find the group of wild 
people up in the jungle of Peten. I 
took my native worker, Jorge Ruano, 
with me. We reached a small village, 
of two thousand people, on an island 
in a lake. To our surprise, we found a 
group of believers on this island cry- 
ing to God to send them a missionary, 
and now they are crying for God to 
give them the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. It seems that two women mis- 
sionaries went up there fourteen years 
ago. What women they must have 
been to go into a land of strange In- 
dians, tigers, alligators, crocodiles, 
and snakes! We found three groups 
scattered about in the woods there. 

“We learned that we would have to 
go by mule through the jungle for a 
week to reach the Candones, the peo- 
ple who are as wild as beasts. As we 
did not have time to do this before the

A TESTIMONY FROM PRISON 
The following testimony (soon in 
tract form) came from a prisoner in 
Nashville, Tenn. 
Never Alone 
By Clifton Cotton 
24,020, State Prison 


The Bible is the oldest book in ex- 
istence; it has outlived the storms of 
thirty centuries. Men have endeavored 
by every means possible to banish it 
from the face of the earth; they have 
hidden it, burned it, made it a crime 
punishable by death to have it in pos- 
session, and the most bitter persecu- 
tions have been waged against those 
who had faith in it; but still the Book 
lives. Today, while many of its foes 
slumber in death, and hundreds of 


volumes written to discredit it and to 
overthrow its influence, are long since 
forgotten, the Bible has found its way 
into every nation and language of 
the earth, over two hundred different 
translations of the Bible have been 
made. The fact that this book has sur- 
vived so many centuries, notwith- 
standing such unparalleled efforts to 
banish and destroy the Bible, is at 
least strong enough evidence to con- 
vince any one that the Great Being, 
whom it claims as its Author, has also 
been its Preserver. 

In prison I am never alone. One 
there is Who is always with you, Who 
loves you with an everlasting love, 
Whose companionship is ever 
strengthening, satisfying and inspira- 
tional. 

Matthew 28:20: “Teaching them to 
observe all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you: and, lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of the 
world.” 

Until I became converted, in prison, 
many times I felt very lonely and for- 
gotten. Since I have accepted Jesus 
as my personal Savior, the grimness of 
stone walls and steel bars has disap- 
peared. 

I wonder how many people out there 
can say as much. 

I owe much of my “dip” into the 
“BLUNDERWORLD” to liquor. I have, 
in the past, sold it, drank it, and made 
it. From my wild sowing, I am now 
reaping the whirlwind. 

I am giving this testimony, and pray 
that its message may in some way pre- 
vent a young man or young girl from 
“dipping” in the gayness and tinsel 
of unrighteousness. No one knows any 
better than the person who is paying 
the penalty for such sin. 

Although the nights in prison bring 
thoughts of the future, there are the 
remembrances of the past and 
power and ever presence of the com- 
forting, healing, lovable Christ, stand- 
ing forever back of the words: 

Matthew 1:23: “And they shall call 
his name Emanuel; which is, being in- 
terpreted, God with us.” 

Some months ago an attempt was 
made upon my life by a crazed inmate. 
During this struggle for life, I prayed 
earnestly and faithfully to God to 
save my life—and to forgive my at- 
tacker. Today, I have fully recovered 
and am doing daily work for the Lord 
among my fellow men here. 

As God has saved my life here—so 
has He saved my soul for the eternal 
life hereafter. With this assurance I 
never feel alone, for He is with me.

evangelized itself, but should be able 
to evangelize others. In most of our 
local churches, especially in the 
larger ones, there is fine talent that 
should be mobilized. In some churches 
you will find men and women on Sun- 
day night who have license to preach. 
Some are hoping that the pastor will 
call on them to deliver the message or 
at least conduct the testimony serv- 
ice. Then you will hear such remarks 
as, “The pastor never gives me any 
chance.” I think all such talent should 
be given a chance, but not as most 
of them think about a chance. I don’t 
think they should hang around their 
local church. If God has called a man 
or woman to preach they should get 
out and preach the gospel. 

we have another class often found 
in our churches who have never had 
license, and never wanted any. They 
have never been sure of their calling. 
Their talent has often been displayed 
in the Y. P. E., prayer meeting, or 
some time in the absence of the pas- 
tor. Many of them have ability and 
sometimes hidden talents. This ability 
should be put into the work; such hid- 
den talents should be dug up. 

We have made mistakes too often 
by trying to centralize our efforts. We 
have large cities with two or three 
hundred thousand people, and then 
put all we have on one street corner. 
In some cases the pastor feels that 
the whole town is under his jurisdic- 
tion, and everything in that town that 
belongs to the Church of God must hbe- 
long to the local body where he is pas- 
tor. To me that is selfishness. The 
pastor of a city church should have a 
vision of a lost city and if a new work 
can be started in a new part of the 
city, and a church building erected, 
even if it does take some of his mem- 
bers, he should be interested enough 
in the work that God-has called him 
to do to gladly lend all his assistance 
to such a progressive move. 

Several of our better churches in 
some of the best cities can spread into 
new sections and establish new 
churches. Some of our churches have 
very handsome sums of surplus tithes 
that should be used to open up mis- 
sions and promote tent meetings in 
and around their city. This will mobi- 
lize their local talent. 

We have some churches that can 
buy a tent and equip it with their 
surplus tithes. Then they can furnish 
an evangelistic party and support 
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them. Would it not be a fine work for 
a loeal church to put out an evange- 
listic party? We have some that 
can do it. O God, give such churches 
a vision of a lost world! Help the pas- 
tors to lift up their eyes and behold a 
whitened harvest field where the 
grain is falling and going to destruc- 
tion! Help the congregation to see 
other spots in this world besides the 
little corner where they have conse- 
crated all their efforts and interest for 
many years!

Mexican by birth, to go with us some 
time in March. If in some manner we 
can get the Gospel to those ignorant 
people (of course, they cannot read, 
and no one knows what kind of 
language they speak, if any) for 
whom Jesus died, the same as for us, 
I will feel well paid for the trouble 

and danger of going to them. 

“Pray for us, that God will make it 
possible for us, with signs and won- 
ders, to make known His salvation to 
those people. Two or three of them 
were captured some years ago and 
brought to the fair in Guatemala, and 
later turned loose. I brought back a 
small tiger hide. The brother who is 
to be our guide killed the tiger from 
which it was taken.”

avail anything without some sweat 
and untiring effort. I do not pose as 
a perfect specimen of what I am 
preaching, but I should like to chal- 
lenge the Church of God everywhere 
to take a pencil and paper and write 
down all the blessings you’ve received 
from God, make a note of all your 
shortcomings and failures, renew 
your vows to God and make all neces- 
sary confessions, follow the example 
of Christ in Gethsemane, and “go a 
little farther” with a deeper consecra- 
tion and submission; when this is en- 
acted in the life of every Church of 
God member, a revival will HAVE BE- 
GUN THAT THE DEVIL AND ALL 
HELL CANNOT STOP. 

Brethren, these are gloomy hours; 
we are facing stern realities, and our 
tasks are tremendous, but let us con- 
tinue_in our work for the Lord. God 
is not an unemotional sphinx, He is 
God of the living and is concerned 
about each individual. He is easily 
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entreated, is moved with the feeling of 
our infirmities, and He will answer 
prayer as in the centuries that are 
past. Let us pray that God will start 
a revival that will affect the entire 
Church. 

One man was inquiring of another 
if there was a saloon in his town. He 
replied, “No, sir, there hasn’t been a 
saloon in this town for a hundred 
years.” “A hundred years!” “Yes, John 
Wesley passed through here in a re- 
vival.” 

Numerous wonderful character 
transformations have been wrought in 
the lives of individuals by the preach- 
ing of the Word of God, and let me 
assure you that it still retains its 
power. Dr. Bob Jones says, “The Word 
of God is TNT. Put it on the soul of a 
man, set it off, and it will blow the 
devil out of him.” Hebrews 4:12. 
Drunkards will stop their drinking, 
gamblers will stop gambling, thieves 
will stop their stealing and sinners of 
every type will stop their sinning and 
live for God.

Let us bow to the 
clear teaching of the Word of God 
even if it does not agree with our pre- 
conceived theories.” 


Charles G. Finney, the greatest 
evangelist and theologian since the 
Apostle Paul, speaks of his personal 
experience, “As I turned and was 
about to take a seat by the fire, I re- 
ceived a mighty baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. Without any expectation of it, 
without ever having the thought in 
my mind that there was any such 
thing for me, without any recollection 
that I had ever heard the thing men- 
tioned by any person in the world, the 
Holy Spirit descended on me ina 
manner that seemed to go through 
me, body and soul. I could feel the im- 
pression like a wave of electricity, go- 
ing through and through me. Indeed it 
seemed to come in waves and waves of 
liquid love, for I could not express it 
in any other way. It seemed like the 
very breath of God. I can recollect dis- 
tinctly it seemed to fan me like im- 
mense wings. How long I continued in 
this state, with this baptism continu- 
ing to roll over me and go 
through me, I do not know.”
